ST. LOUIS FALLS IN SEA 





Pilots Tried to Cross North 
Sea, Fearing to Attempt 
a Landing. 





BERLIN, Oct. 13.—The English bal- 
loon, Banshee, piloted by George Dun- 
vielle, is believed to be the winner of 
the international long distance race. It 
has landed on the coast of Denmark, 
approximately 300 miles from Berlin. 
“The four other balloons are still un- 
reported, and it is possible that one of 
these has beaten the Banshee’s flight. 
The America II, piloted by James C. 
McCoy and Lieut. Vogsmann, landed 
safely at Wieschendorff, Mecklenburg, 
but a short distance from the starting 
place at Schmargendorff, with no chance 
to figure in the prize money. 

Seventeen of the long-distance racers 
in addition to the Conqueror and the 
St. Louis, American balloons that met 
with mishaps, have now landed. Many 
of the endurance racers are still unheard 
of. It is feared that some of these 
missing balloons have been driven sea- 
ward and a fleet of boats is now search- 
in the North Sea to render assistance 
in case it is needed. 

The rescue of N. H. Arnold and H. J. 
Hewat, the crew of the St. Louis, en- 
tered by the St. Louis Aero Club, from 
the North Sea, into which their bal- 
loon dropped shortly after midnight, was 
by far the most thrilling episode of the 
race so far reported. 

They were driven over the sea by a 
strong northwest wind and were 30 miles }. 
from shore before: they learned of their 
position. . |

Hewat, 
as soon es he recovered, had the Larig- 
erwood signal a message toe the light- 
ship to be transmitted to his relatives 
in America telling of his safety. 

Two German balloons, the Balmer and 
the Victoria Bonn, entered in the en- 
durance race, fell into the North Sea 
near the mouth of the Elbe. The crew 
of the latter swam ashore and the crew 
of the former were rescued with great 
difficulty. 

The German Government, in addition 
to the fleet of indepéndent vessels that 
are searching for possible victims, has 
sent six torpedo boats from Wilhelms- 
haven and six from Cuxhaven to scour 
the North Sea. 

A wireless message was received this 
morning from Arnold, simply saying: 
“Lost everything in the North Sea last 
night.”’ 

The message Was sent from Cixhaven, 

The Utopia of Belgium, piloted by De 
Bronfrere, came down at Cuxhaven yes- 
terday evening within 500 yards of the 
beach. 

The Utopia and the 8t. Louis proba- 

bly were not far apart at any stage of 
the flight. De Bronfrere sighted the 
North Sea in time to make a landing 
safely, but the occupants of the St. 
Louis probably were much higher when 
darkness fell and were afraid to at- 
tempt a descent. It is believed thai 
their altitude and the buoyancy of their 
gas led them to believe it was safer to 
attempt to cross the sea. 
At midnight, however, according to 
dispatches from Cuxhaven, a rapid fal] 
in the temperature caused their gas to 
shrink and the balloon began to drop. A 
thick feg rolling over the water added 
to the aeronauts’ danger. In an effort 
to check their descent they threw out 
all their ballast and then sacrificed their 
costly equipment, including valuable 
scientific instruments, vut their gas had 
spent its lifting power and the balloon 
continued to fall. 


Lightship Saw Their Plight, 
The iehtshie Aussenjade had wit- 


nessed the aeronauts’ plight and sig- 
naled to the steamer Langerood to at- 
tempt a rescue. The Langerood pw 
on full speed and reached the aeronauts 
just as they struck the water. The two 
men had become entangled in the 
wreckage and were fighting desperately 
to keep from drowning when they were 
Picked up by the crew Of @ Small boat 
sent out by the steamer. 

Until Arnold’s wireless was received 
this morning the last word received 
from the St. Louis came from Calau at 
10:30 a. m. yesterday. Calau is 55 miles 
southwest of Frankfort, which is ™ 
miles east of Berlin. The balloon then 
was traveling in a southwesterly 
course, but the wind changed to the 
northwest and drove the balloon out of 
sight at rapid speed. 


The first balloon to meet disaster was 
the American entry, “The Conqueror,” 
plioted by A. Holland Forbes and Ay. 
gustus C. Post. The gasbag exploded 
shortly after the balloon cut away and 
the the men dropped 4000 feet.

the Osage lands, had been referred to 
his department. 

“He attaches an explanation which 
contains. practically nothing in conflict 
with my complaint. I agree that in 1896 
the Democratic administration made a 
lease to E. B. Foster on the entire Osage 
Nation for 10 years at 10 per cent roy- 
alty. 

“At that time the nearest known oil 
production was about 700 miles from the 
Osage Nation, so that the Foster lease 
in 1896 was a rank wild-cat proposition, 
and, of course, the usual pioneer royalty 
of 10 per cent wag allowed.. But during 
the 10 years, the fleld was developed, 
‘and‘found to be unusually rich, and 10 
years. at this low royalty was an ample 
reward to those who déveloped it.

“Congress no sooner gave you the 
euthority to fix the amount of compen- 
sation than the Osages filed a writtea 
request with you for an opportunity to 
be heard and produce evidence, which 
they could easily have produced, show- 
ing you that a Cash bonus of $7,000,000 
and one-sixth royalty would indeed be 
a@ moderate compensation to them. 


Standard Ot! Men Condemned. 

“Mr. Pierce suggests in his letter to 
me that as a matter of fact it was 
not known at the time that the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. was the real party in the 
contest. I submit to you that the 
very fact of Messrs. Guffey, Barns- 
dale and Senator Depew, well-known 
Standard Oil representatives, with 
Others of the same odor, making a 
personal appeal to you for this low 
royalty to the land owners = should 
have been ample evidence that the 
Standard Oi] Cv. was the real bene- 
ficiary. 

“Tt was the same Senator Depew 
who induced you to grant the Prairie 
Oil and Gas Co. franchise over the 
protest of Secretary Hitchcock, less 
than one year from that time; and in 
this one transaction you gave the 
Standard Oil Co. a donation from the 
property of the Osage Indians of more 
than enough to pay the famous $29,- 
000,000 fine. 

“I shall insist upon the cancellation 

of this lease in the interests of the 
Citizens of our State, or that Congress 
take action te declare this improvident 
and unjust lease void, and secure for 
the Osage Nation the just and reason- 
able compensation that other owners 
are receiving. 
“The difference between the royalty 
you fixed for this new lease, and the 
average amount received in the balance 
land owners con- 
trolling their own property, is fully 
equivalent to a net loss of $10,008 to 
each and every member of the Osage 
Nation. Whether this gross injystice 
to our people was accomplished by 
your lack of consideration or in any 
other way, the authorities of the Btate 
of Aklahoma will not rest until this 
lease has been cancelled and justice 
done our people.”

One has but 
to study history to realise that in many 
respects this generation compares very 
favorably with the eccentricities and 
wild extravagances of past generations.

Now comes Mr. Shonts who, in his address to 
the Waterways convention, asserts that the rail- 
road men would prefer Government ownership 
of railroads to complete state contro] such as the 
New York law confers upon the State Commis- 
sion. Operating railroads by commissions, Mr. 
Shonts says, dries up the sources of capital for 
extension and betterment and “kills” the roads. 
Im short, railroading with the control of rail- 


road tion and earnings is not attactive to 
the railroad men who have hitherto had the con- 


trol of the railroad business in their own hands. 


One can easily see how the checking of railroad 
stock-watering, stock-jobbing and merging would 
make the railroad business unattractive to high 
financiers. They would likely prefer Govern- 
ment bonds, exchanged at their valuation for 
railroad securities. 
Mr. Shonts’ view is interesting. It indicates 
the attitude of railroad men should regula- 
tion proceed to the kind of control forshadowed 
by Mr. Roosevelt and practically accepted by Mr. 
Taft.

Not only are the private oyster beds carefully divided one from another’ by 
the best of good stake hedges, but each holding is subdivided again into many 
emailer fields to facilitate the work. This becomes necessary from the fact 
that the seed must be permitted to grow for fully three seasons before market- 
able oysters can be harvested. /Therefore, when, with the advent of Septem- 
ber, the season for bivalves has begun, the schooners are manned with oyster- 
men proper, who go down to dredge out a 3-year-old crop for the towns. 

They are dredged from the beds just as rapidly as men and machines can 
fetch them forth. The dredge comes up from the deep like a mine cage of steel. 
Its cargo, wpon its arrival, is dumped upon the deck, and over it goes for an- 
other. ‘Meanwhile a crew of furiously working men are busily culling at the 
heap. Scores Of the oysters come up im lumpy colonies, where six, eight, ten, 
or more of the creatures are cemented.together in a group. The men, armed 
with hammiers and skilful at the work, give one sharp tap at such an aggrega- 
tion and break all its units apart’ A false blow might serve to kill many 
oysters. 

. Having loaded her decks, the schooner goes home, only to discharge -with 
all possible speed and hasten again to her labors. At the docks in the meantime

mueh coke upon especially constructed floats, which, provided with tanks to 


submerge them, are lowered at once below the. ebb-tide level, where they

ness is in hand.

Orleans. As years went on Rachel's beauty faded and she became, to most 
people, an ignorant, plain old woman. But to Jackson she was always an ideal 
of loveliness. Up to the time she died in 1831, he was her adoring knight, and, 
for love of her, was ever ready to champion the cause of ariy slandered woman. 

When Jackson first ran for President the old false story about his wife was 
raked up by uis ‘political foes.
